He deicribed -the verj- definite ad- 
vances that ha'V-e been mad* In scien- 
beiag-TiBshèd'-'toi^tticr --methods of —attacking- - the- 1er 
problem on the St. Lawi-ence River 
and other streams. He showed 
clearly to a very interested audience 
how science will shorty, repîace the 
od ways of attempting to move ice 
out of a river. He also spoUî of the 
comition properties of ice, tetllng of 
ilic new discoveries but also remark- 
in- •-iuit tiierc are a great many 
tiings unknown concerning the sub- 
stance.

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THE BOOK EXCHANGE 

CHILDREN ug-ly- at birth are said to grow up beautiful. Be- 
tween the conception and tho birth of the McGill Book EjJ- 
chanpre was an unduly lonp period and, there were those who 
said that after beins; so lonff overdue the child would be anion- 
strosit.v. There were external infhionco.<s tlint nearly prevented 
birth at all. Today the Students' Council i.s proud that it is the 
father of the child and points it out as one of the children of its 
large family that is going to make good. 

In the first four days of the second year of its existence the 
McGill Rook Exclianpe has sold books for the students to a total 
of approximately $1000. This amount equals the sales for the 
first two weeks of last year, when there was a doubt whether 
the year's aggregate would reach thàt figure at 'all. The main 
business of the session is confined to the opening weeks of tho 
first terms and a single week was sufficient lo meet the demands 
i'or the second term for the former session. 

Created to meet an ui'gent need of the students the Book 
Exchange, if only operating for the period that it docs, hns 
shown that its being is justified. First year books showed them- 
selves to be most in demand at its initiation but even at this 
early date the sale of more advanced V)ook.« points out ihat its 
development will not be complete until the sum total of all cour- 
ses is included. Text books of the senior years of Medicine and 
Engineering, those which are generally kept as reference books 
in such professions, have found their way fi^m the receiving 
depot, over the counter, tcj satisfied customers. 

Truly a claim can be made that its existence is justified 
and there is a place for it as a permanent feature on the campus. 
It may only serve at present a percentage of the students, but 
seeing the crowd that awaits the opening of doors at two in the 
afternoon, that percentage is i)roportional and representative, 
and is ever taking on increasing dimensions. . 

Nor is it depreciating the sales of downtown bookstores for 
at an interview last session, at the end of the season for text 
iflpks, J;he^representati ve of ^one of the largest advertisers of the 
■Jwly'stated that his turnb\%f in sales. of text books had in- 
creased by twenty-five percent. No claim can thus be made that 
it is affecting vested interests and damaging the advertisers me- 
dium of the Daily. 

With so many of the students of this University working 
their way through college the question of textbooks is one of the 
main items. To some in the more technical courses a .small for- 
tune is needed as an outlay for the reading matter required to 
cover tlie coui st. and it is not always accessible in the many Uni- 
versity Libraries. ' 

That a book store should be created out of the successful 
Book Exchange seems to be the opinions of many, and even in 
th3 far horizon -lurks the hope of a University Press. Such en- 
terprises must be approached very warily, and the Students' 
..^Cçuncil could even give more reasons for wai-iness as a result of 

iting Book Store.«
